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Cat Control Ordnance Postponed 


After Comments by Humane Society

The pet control ordinance, like the cats it will attempt to con- 
trol, seems to have nine lives, it was indicated last Monday night 
when the city council placed its proposed ordinance aside for re- 
vision and reconsideration at a future meeting. The decision to 
review the controversial legislation followed an informative talk by 
Fred Myers, executive director of the Humane Society of the Unit- 
ed States. Myers became interested in the Greenbelt decision to 
control pets after reading about the situation in the metropolitan 
press. His invitation to speak before the council followed. 


A general satisfaction with the 
proposed ordinance was expressed 
by Myers, but he offered other 
suggestions which would enhance 
the humane aspects of the ordin- 
ance and make enforcement eas- 
ier. He proposed a permit system, 
rather than licenses, which would 
allow the city managers more flex- 
ible control. Other items included: 
ban sale of baby chicks in quanti- 
ties less than 25, forbid surgery on 
animals, limit the amount of ani- 
mals in one household, graduate 
the permit fee with an advantage 
to those with spayed or altered 
animals, and declared the insist- 
ence on yearly rabies innoculations 
unnecessary. 


Myers agreed that cats can be 
trained to a leash, just like dogs. 
They can also be trained to fol- 
low the owner closely, and he as- 
serted that they are happier and 
healthier when kept confined. 
“Owning an animal is a privilege 
rather than a right!” Myers em- 
phasized. He called the council’s 
attention to the great surfeit of 
cats and dogs in urban and sub- 
urban areas. Ten thousand cats 
and dogs are born each hour in this 
country, he said, and the humane 
society puts to death 11 million of 
them each year. 


Licenses Out Model 


Myers called the licensing of 
dogs an outmoded device to con- 
trol pets. Historically, the revenue 
from dog licenses pays farmers for 
claims to their county government 
regarding livestock destroyed by 
wild dogs. (The minutes of county 
commissioners’ meetings invariably 
have such payments disclosed. ed. 
note). Giving the owner a sum- 
mons, instead of taking the pet 
into custody, is more effettive, 
Myers said. Cats are so easily avail- 
able, the owner would rather get 
a new one than go to the expense 
of recovering an apprehended pet. 
“You don’t find $50 Persian cats 
running loose,” he said. Housing the 
captured pets is expensive to the 
community and exposes the ani- 
mal to disease and the vagaries of 
confinement facilities, he added. 


The breeding of animals is the 
heart of the problem declared 
Myers. A program for sound con- 
trol of pets takes this into con- 
sideration; it is a matter of en- 
forcement and humane practice. 
He called the rabies menace mis- 
understood. All wild animals get 
rabies and are vectors of rabies; 
controlling stray animals is the 
best rabies control, he asserted. 
Cats get rabies as much as dogs, 
and both are subject to allergic 
reactions to rabies innocufation 
which cause paralysis and death, 
Myers told the council. 

Myers’ chief criticism of the 
ordinance centered on_ enforce- 
ment. He said the prinipal inten- 
tion in the ordinance is to catch ang 
impound the animal. How about 
the owners? Myers asked. Impound- 
ment is uneconomical; it is more 
humane to catch the owner or 
violator. Myers favored the “sum- 
mons” principle. He ended his talk 
by stating that- no community in 
the U.S. has an ordinance that was 
proposed by the Humane Society. 
The city council will revise the 
ordinance and present it for a first 
reading in the near future,

McDonald asserted that the 
builder, Evans Buchanan, and rep- 
resentatives of Federal Housing 
Administration had visited the city 
prior to the sale of the houses and 
verified the city tax rate. 
McDonald’s disclosure followed 
an emotional exchange between 
Mayor Alan Kistler and Mrs. 
George Gregg of Lakewood. Mrs. 
Gregg expressed her bewilderment 
at the increase and her surprise 
after learning of the high Green- 
belt tax rate, as compared to 
neighboring communities. 


Kistler declared, “I am just as 
outraged as your are!”’ If the homes 
were sold without informing the 
buyers of all the monthly charges, 
Kistler added, the homes were sold 
through deception and duplicity. 
He urged the residents of Lake- 
wood to organize themselves and 
take collective action to seek re- 
dress. 

(Last week the News Review re- 
ported that the increase in charges 
were a result of the lack of rec- 
ognition of city taxes when the 
monthly charges were tabulated. 
This was the reason given by rep- 
resentatives of Interstate Build- 
ing Association and Weaver Bro- 
thers, holders of the Lakewood 
mortgages. Back taxes were to be 
paid off for a year on monthly pay- 
ment, a concession by the mort- 
gage. Also, next year’s taxes were 
added to be placed in escrow. 

This week, an FHA official, ab- 
solved his agency of any blame, 
and informed the News Review that 
the front foot benefit charges were 
overlooked due to a peculiar situa- 
tion in Greenbelt involving the 
transfer of ownership of the water 
and sewer system from city owner- 
ship to the Washington Suburban 
Sanitary Commission. An increase 
in taxes by the county was not 
taken into account since this is us- 
ual practice — to up the charges as 
taxes increase). 

When asked whether the council 
had promised Buchanan any “con- 
cession” to the new homes in 
regard to the tax rate, the council 
members denied any knowledge of 
this. They did admit, however, that 
the Lakewood development was en- 
tered on the tax rolls six months 
later than possible. The tax “con- 
cession” was referred to by offi- 
cials of Interstate and Weaver 
brothers when interviewed by the 
News Review. 

This week a group of Lakewood 
homeowners announced the tenta- 
tive formation of a civic associa- 
tion. They intend to organize for- 
mally, if enough interest is shown. 
Spoekesmen for the group declared, 
“Tt is felt that perhaps such an as- 
sociation would offer the residents 
of Lakewood the means by which 
they could collectively participate 
more actively in community affairs 
and an opportunity to make a great- 
er contribution to the social and 
civic activities of the community.”

(Editor Note: The following art- 
icel is presented by the American 
Legion as a public service). 

By joint Resolution (Public Law 
261) of the Eighty-second Con- 
gress of the United States of Amer- 
ica (Second Session), approved Feb. 
29, 1952, Sept. 17 of each year was 
designated as “Citizenship Day” in 
commemoration of the formation 
and signing on .Sept. 17, 1787 of 
the Constitution of the United 
States of America and in recognition 
of all who, by coming of age or by 
naturalization, have attained the 
full status of citizenship. By this 
Resolution, the Joint Resolution 
creating “I Am An American Citi- 
zen Day,” approved. May 3, 1940, 
was repealed and joined with “Con- 
stitution Day” to make for one ob- 
servance on Sept. 17 of each year. 

The major objectives of Citi- 
zenship and Constitution Day are: 
To prepare young people becoming 
of age and naturalized citizens to 
accept the responsibilities of citi- 
zenship, and to acquaint them with 
the rights and privileges, the duties 
and obligations of citizenship, and 
to further the observance of the 
anniversary of the completion of 
the Constitution and to encourage 


an adequate appreciation of its 
importance. 
Mach year during the week of 


Sept. 17, the observance of Nation- 
al Constitution Week plays an im- 
portant part in the’ education 
phase of the National Americanism 
program of the American Legion. 
The fundamental precepts on which 
The American Legion was founded 
include an individual obligation to 
uphold and defend the Constitution 
of the United States and to safe- 
guard and transmit to posterity the 
principles of Justice, Freedom and 
Democracy. 

The Constitution is a living docu- 
ment, a basic charter protecting 
every American which has, since 
its adoption more than 160 years 
ago, Served as the beacon light of 
free men.

Tough but Necessary 


In Jarrow, England in 1958, a 
man with active TB stubbornly re- 
fused all treatment. When health 
officers found that he had infected 
8 children, the city magistrate or- 
dered him into a sanatorium. In 
Oxford, February of this year, a 
mother with active tuberculosis, 
who repeatedly failed to keep her 

appointments at a chest cliniic, 
despite a great deal of coaxing 
was also sent to a hospital under a 
court order. So much for England. 

In the United States, 39 states, 
including Maryland, have laws 
which can put a patient with in- 
fectious TB into a hospital for 
treatment, if he refuses to go vol- 
untarily after all possible persua- 
sion has been used. If he goes 
AWOL before the doctors are ready 
to discharge him, he can be brought 
back. 

For two countries which put per- 
sonal liberty on a pedestal, such ac- 
tion seems outrageous. How come 
no protest marches, no picket lines, 
no angry letters to the editor? 

Well, the laws are aimed at the 
disease, not the patient. And the 
laws are clearly as necessary to 
the health of a community as those 
which require landlords to keep 
their buildings safe and sanitary. 
TB is a highly infectious disease, 
more so than leprosy, for example. 
On the other hand, a patient who 
has received prompt and adequate 
treatment is not infectious at all. 

There’s no getting away from it. 
Someone with infectious TB is a 
danger to those around him, as well 
as to himself. That’s why it’s smart 
to get” TB check-up regularly. This 
column is sponsored in the interest 
of better health by: Your Tuber- 
culosis Association.

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Twin Pines Hears 
News Review Policies 


The Greenbelt News Review was 
the subject of lively discussion last 
Friday evennig at an open meeting 
sponsored by the Twin Pines Sav- 
ings and Loan Association. A group 
of approximately fifteen heard for- 
mer editor Harry Zubkoff talk on 
the news, editorial, and advertising 
policies of the paper, and then par- 
ticipated. in the discussion after- 
wards. Among the participants were 
current editor Russ Greenbaum, Al 
Skolnik,’ president of the board 
which published the newspaper; 
and former editor and long-time 
staff member Isadore Parker. 

The spirited exchange of views 
prompted by questions from the 
audience brought forth a number 
of suggestions which Zubkoff pro- 
mised to take up with the news- 
paper staff. For example, Bill Helm, 
« member of the auditing commit- 
tee of GHI, suggested the. possibi- 
lity of an inquiring reporter col- 
umn which would interview the 
“man on the street’ to obtain pub- 
lic reaction to such issues as GHI’s 
recent increase in the transfer fees. 
It was pointed out that it would 
be necessary, of course, to have 
such issues fully explained in the 
newspaper before hand, bringing 
out all the pros and cons, in order 
that such interviews would pro- 
duce pertinent and informed opin- 
ions. 

Other suggestions coming out of 
the discussion included a recom- 
mendation that the News Review 
carry more news of cooperative ac- 
tivities on the national scene, al- 
though it was understood that the 
paper devotes most of its efforts 
and space to stories of local ‘signi- 
ficance. There was some feeling 
expressed that more coverage of 
Greenbelt Consumer Services, the 
local co-op; would be of interest in 
view of the fact that so many 
Greenbelters are members of, and 
own stock in, the company. How- 
ever, Zubkoff indicated that limita- 
tions of personnel and the difficulty 
involved in attending GCS board 
meetings which are held in the 
many different areas where the co- 
op does business make it imprac- 
tical for the paper to cover this 
newsbeat more completely. Zubkoff 
also stressed the fact that because 
the number of reporters on: the 
staff is limited, the newspaper de- 
pends upon local organizations to 
send in whatever news of their ac- 
tivities they want publicised. 

Matt Amberg, one-time _ staff 
member of the News Review and 
active participant in many | civic 
activities, stressed the vital neces- 
sity of the newspaper’s reporters 
checking their stories for factual 
accurcay. He urged that news stor- 
ies be checked with all parties in- 
volved, to insure that all pertinent 
views are considered. Fair report- 
ing such as this, he asserted, will 
build a reputation for fair-mind- 
edness.

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GHI Studying Retirement Housing 


Possibilities; Surveying Planned

Housing for elderly persons occupied the attention of the Green- 
belt Homes, Inc. board of directors at its regular meeting on Thurs- 
day, September 8. The proposed site for the project is the wooded 
area behind 30-34 Ridge rd and 4-5 Gardenway. The firm of Green- 
horne and O’Mara is preparing a survey of the plot to be used as 
a basis for initial drawings for securing financing. 


The board authorized manage- 
ment to speed negotiations with 
architect Victor Smolen regarding 
the preparation of sketches and 
work plans. Preliminary discus- 
sions with Smolen were in terms 
of single-story, 4-unit buildings, 
with a total of 56 units or 14 build- 
ings. The units would be of the 1- 
bedroom or efficiency type apart- 
ments. Low-cost structural mater- 
ial such as slag or slag blocks is 
being considered so as to keep 
costs down to $10 a square foot. 

Financing of the project is the 
big problem. It is expected that 
an application will be made for a 
Federal Housing Administration- 
insured loan or for a direct Federal 
loan from the Housing and Home 
Finance Agency, which recently 
received an appropriation of $20 
milion from Congress to launch a 
housing for elderly program as a 
supplement to the regular FHA-in- 
sured loan program. Under the HH 
FA program, 98 percent of the con- 
struction costs can be borrowed, 
leaving 2 percent to be raised by 
the sponsoring organization. 

The board stated, however, that 
before any major financial commit- 
ment is made by GHI, the project 
will be submitted to the members 
for their approval at a_ special 
membership meeting. 


Sales Practices 

Both GHI and Greenbelt Realty 
Co. sales practices came in for cri- 
ticism at the meeting. The airing 
took place in connection with the 
case of a departing member whose 
sale to a fellow-member was disa- 
pproved because the latter’s mem- 
bership was in the process of being 
terminated as unacceptable. 

As the broker bringing the custo- 
mer and the seller together, Green- 
belt Realty argued that the sale 
should be approved or that GHI 
should pick up the option. Recog- 
nizing that the selling member 
was caught in the middle, the board 
took the matter under advisement. 
GHI President Ed Burgoon and 
other board members declared that 
such situations and the delays that 
accompany their resolution could 
be avoided if members listed their 
homes with the GHI sales office 
rather than with a private realty 
firm. 

At this point, criticism was heard 
from some board members and ob- 
servers that one of the reasons that 
houses were not being listed with 
GHI is the negative attitude of the 
GHI sales force with respect to 
inquiries from prospective sellers. 
It was charged that telephone calls 
were handled abruptly, with little 
finesse or diplomacy, and that mem~- 
bers were not given much encour- 
agement as to sales prospects. Cus- 
tomers were left with the impres- 
sion that GHI “couldn’t care less” 
whether the house was listed with 
them or not. 


GHI manager Paul Campbell 
stated in defense that his staff has 
instructions not to “big-pressure” 
prospective sellers as is often done 
by private realty companies. For 
example, he said his staff will not 
knock on doors and “guarantee” 
members that they can get a fixed 
sum for their houses. However, upon 
board insistence, Campbell agreed 
to reexamine the sales practices 
engaged in by his staff and to en- 
courage a more positive approach, 
if needed. 

The board approved the payment 
of $200 in advance dues as a mem- 
ber of the newly-organized Na- 
tional Association of Housing Co- 
operatives. The organization was 
formed for the purpose of provid- 
ing assistance and advice to groups 
wishing to sponsor or form housing 
cooperatives. 

GHI president Ed Burgoon is an 
original member of the Association's 
board of directors and former GHI 
manager John Walker has ‘been 
named vice president. The president 
is Dwight Townsend, present direc- 
tor of the Washington Office of 
the Cooperatvie League.

I also received word today from 
Captain Reed of the Hyattsville 
Fire Department about an interest- 
ing film which is being shown this 
Friday evening at the Prince 
Georges Chapter of the American 
Red Cross. The film is entitled, 
“Hemo — The Magnificent.” The 
Chapter House is located at 4112 
Hamilton st. in Hyattsville. The 
public is invited to view this film, 
which deals with the heart and the 
circulation of the blood in the body. 
First aiders, take note. Be there 
at 8 p.m. 

There are still a few more open- 
ings in the Junior and Senior di- 
vision of the Greenbelt majorettes. 
Plans are being made to have a 
paid instructor for the girls so 
that they can become even more 
proficient than they now are. Who 
knows, our Greenbelt girls may be 
National Champions next year. 

And now, down to the original 
reason for this column.

On the 1ith, at 12:40 am., the 
siren blew and a crew carried a 
man from Hillside to P.G. The man 
was suffering from kidney stones 
and was ordered to the hospital by 
his doctor.

Georges County FD & RS Conven- 
tion, our first aid crew was able to 
render first aid to a fireman (not 
a Greenbelt man) who had received 
a cut over the forehead from a spot- 
light on a piece of equipment dur- 
ing the contests. No transportation 
was necessary.
